2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCI, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCI. 

The document D1 discloses (see p.4/l.1-p.6/l.7, figures) a tap with a vertically 
movable spout (30) and an adjusting means (27), wherein the spout (30) can be 
moved upwards and downwards by means of a piston rod (15) of a hydraulic cylinder. 
It is implicit to such a shower tap that the water is being mixed to the right 
temperature, thereby implicitly disclosing a mixer tap. 

Thus all features of claim 1 are known from D1 . Furthermore, D1 discloses the 
features of claims 3 and 5. 

2.2 The documents D2-D5 also disclose the subject-matter of claims 1 , 3 and 5. 



3.1 Dependent claims 2, 6 and 7-9 seem not to contain any features which, In 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, see the documents and the 
corresponding passages cited in the search report. 

3.2 Dependent claims 4 and 1 0 seem to relate to slight constructional changes of the 
mixer tap according to claim 1 , which come within the scope of the customary 
practice followed by persons skilled in the art, especially as the advantages thus 
achieved can readily be foreseen. Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 4 and 
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10 also lacks an inventive step. 
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
